b* Nineteen machine guns, arranged in an arc pointing southeast, at Chiao 
(113-39, 22-24) . 
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c. Six heavy gun emplacements at Tangchiahuan (113-36, 22-22). 

d. Four gun emplacements and 16 machine guns, all camouflaged with newly 

planted trees, at Yeh Using Shan ( |f ), 

5* By 19 July, 9,000 troops of the 4 Field Army were still in Chungshan, dis- 
posed as follows: One thousand at -hihchi; 2,000 at iieng Mei («/£ )i 500 
in the. Chienshan (113-32, 22-14) area; 1,000 in the Chiao and Tangciiiahuan 
areas; 1,500 in the Huangpu and Fu Hsu (}% tJH ) areas; 15,000 on Bantsao 
(113-22, 22-03), Xawanshan (113-44, 21-55) and Hsiaowanshan (113-42, 21-57) 5 
and 500 at Ban nsiang (^ ). 

6. On 13 July four warships and one battalion of marines were evacuated by the 
Nationalists from the Yuehnan archipelago, Kwangtung. On 14 July the ships 
and troops arrived at Tsoying, Taiwan. 
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
